The flames were bursting through

were clouds of black, oily smoke—there

Fire Cuts Them on. 

Suddenly a huge tongue of flame 
surged up, cutting them off from ss neat 
ladder. 

The roof threatened to eaithatie at 
any moment, and it seemed the six 
were doomed.

I 
need hardly mention that the conflict 
became so sharp that even the treaty 
went by the board, to the end that 
today, paradoxically enough, Americé 
continues to be technically at war. but 
actually at peace, while Europe is nom- 
inally at peace, but according to al) re 
ports, is not wholly free from the clash 
of arms.

Learns Meaning of Mandate. 

“Finally, the question of America’s 
participation in the league came before 
the people, who decided by a majority 
of 7,000,000.

Aged perzons are apt to take too much 
medicine and often most unwisely. Most 
of them have a iine of domestic reme- 
dies which they yse as they see fit. A 
surprisingly large proportion of.the aged 
are drug addicts. Many discomforts 
| of the aged come from changes to be 
expected in old people. Do not mistake 
them for evidence of disease and medi- 
jeate fot them. Before giving old peo- 
ple mediciné examine them carefully, 
| more carefully than you would a young- 
er person. Some very important diseases 
get well advanced in old people before 
they cause many symptoms. This is 
espe@ially true of pneumonia. 

Sedatives and hypnotics are rarely re- 
quired in-old age. Old people nap so 
much in the daytime that they are apt 
to be wgkeful at night. Do not mistake 
this f nia. Never give cold 
baths or use ice b&®s with old people.

I am suffering greatly from 
it, almost constantly, and nothing I 
have taken or done has afforded any 
relief. This is only my third month 
and as I always have this acute nausea 
during the entire nine months I am 
almost desperate. I wrote you some 
time ago concerning my babies, wo 
always are afflicted with malnutrition 
from birth, and appreciated your an- 
REPLY. 

“It has been found that in pregnant women 
the blood is deficient in sugar. It ts held 
that this shortage is responsible for the 
nausea of pregnancy. Therefore, such women 
are advised to eat bread, crackers, cereals 
and other starchy foods; to eat some such 
food dry while still in bed in the morning 
‘and te repeat about every four — during 
the day. Some women vary the t by tak- 
ing sweets. It is sometimes advisable to give 
solution of stgar by injection in order to 
supplement this feeding. 
Another approved treatment is the use 
of iutein or ovarian extract. This is best 
given by injection into a vein or into muscle. 
It can be taken by mouth.

Ottis, achieved publicity recently when 
she was named in the suicide note of 
Lieut. Patrick O’Brien as “that awful 
woman who broke up my home.” 

In the testimony given yesterday by 
Arthur K. Munson Jr., brother of 
Byron, she was assigned the credit 
for the wedding, of which he said 
Mrs. Gordon Thorne, who recently 
sued for divorce, was a witness. 

Mother-in-Law Provided Ring. 

In fact, Mr. Munson said, Mrs. Ottis 
“framed” the wedding with the idea 
that great pecuniary gain might be 
achiéved thereby, and when the groom 
confessed he had forgotten the requi- 
site ning, she produced one, 

Mrs. Mildred Harris Chaplin, ex-wife 

of Charlie Chaplin, was mentioned as 
another spectator of her son’s infe- 
licity.

WATERMELONS. | 
Watermelons are tender and must be 
Planted after the ground gets warm. In 


and hundreds of carloads are hauled 
out every year, but truckers in and 
around Chicago are handicapped in 
growing this crop. Their success de- 
pends largely upon the season, which 
is often unfavorable. | 
Occasiogally gardeness are fairly suc- 
cessful with watermelons in the north- 
ern part of the state, even near the 
lake. Across the lake, Michigan raises 


Unless plenty of space is available, it 
seldom pays to plant watermelons in 
Chicago. Not only is the season un- 
favorable, but an enormous amount of 
space is required to accommodate the 
vines, which spread over an area ten 
or fifteen feet in diameter. | 

Those who want to try should plant 
a few hills of the early, quick maturing 
varieties. Tom Watson and Kieckley’s 
sweet, the varieties that produce $700 
to $800 an acre for Colorado growers, 
do best here, where the season is short. 
Both kinds are good and they look 
much alike. The Klieckley is the 
sweeter of the two. Tom Watson is 
a big melon. It is a good plan to 
plant a few hills of each variety. 

‘To save space gardeners find it a 
good scheme to grow two crops in the 
roasting ear patch by planting water- 
melon seed in the rows with the sweet 
corn. The culture of the watermelon 
is the same as for cucumbers and 
muskmelons, except thé plants need 
more space. The cultivation of the corn 
is usually finished before the vines 
begin to run and interfere with the hoe 
or cultivator shovels. 

Plant the seeds at least by 
To insure a good stand, plant twelve 
geeds in each hill and thin the plants 
to two or three in a place before the 


vines begin to form. |
